cult task has been the re- 
a Dairing of the terribie destruc- 
ions wrought upon Naples’ 
Reyal Palace, one of the most 
sumptuous in Europe. Today, 
the palace if almost in tits 
prewar condition again, and 
the enormous salong have 
again been furnished as they 
were during the 122 years 
of foreign occupation. The 
taste and mood of the Spea- 
rish and French queens has 
been recaptured and repro 
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perated with the Italians in 
making poésible the imme- 
diate repair and restoration 
of works of art. A great part 
of the preliminary work was 
erganized by the Monuments, 
Fine Arts, and Archives 
Eranch of the Allied Control 
Commission. They, in turn, 
were aided by a special) com- 
mittee for the protection of 
works of art in wer svnes, 
treated under the auspices 
of the American Council] of 
Learned Societies, which for 
bout two years prepered 
lists of monuments which ran 
the risk of being damaged. 
These were marked wi) red 
circles om special maps dis- 
wibuted to Allied airmen. 


Recovery of Art Treasures 


The Allied armies were par- 
ticularly helpful in the re- 
covery of art treasures stolen 
by the Germans and taken 
cut of Italy The Germans 
first began to export, in viola- 

of Italian law, works of 

“bought” from private 
owners and antiquarians 
When their control over the 
untry became firmer after 
e armistice between Italy 
nd the Allies in September. 
1943, the Germang began sys- 
tematically to remove works 
belonging to public collec- 
tions, under the pretence of 
safeguarding therm. 


At the start of the war — 
we learned from a booklet 
written by the present Mini- 
ster of Education, Guido Go- 

lla the art works of 
Naples’ National Museum and 
of the Gallery were carried, 
with other treasures of great 
vaiue belonging to churches, 
to three depots far from, any 
likely military objectives: the 
Abbey of Cava dei Tirreni, 
the Convent of Mercogliano, 
and the Abbey of Montecas- 
sino.

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Youngest Human Obscrved 


By Howard W. Blakeslee 


NEW YORK (AP)-~< 

4 Neer youngest human ever 
observed, two days after 
conception, was described to 
the International and Fourth 
American Congress on Ob- 
stetrics and Gynaecology here. 

This embryonic bit of hu- 
man tissue was made of only 
two cells, and was recovered 
in a surgical operation at the 
Free Hospital for Women, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. At 
this stage the future baby wis 
sull not implanted in Ms mo- 
ther. It was moving slowly 
but freely in a tube leading 
from the ‘owum to the womb. 

This report aimost com- 
pletes a scientific piéture of 
what happens from concep- 
tion to birth. The study has 
been under way for eleven 
years, Drs. Arthur T. Hertig 
and John Rock reported that. 

The human conception sto- 
ry is filled in with 33 of these 
almost microscopic bits of 
new life, all from surgical 
operations. Although the sur- 
gery was never done for the 
purpose of studying the mys- 
teries of pre-natal life, more 
than 150 very fertile women 
were found to cooperate with 
the surgical research by try- 
ing to become pregnant. 

This gave the doctors cer- 
tainty about their facts when 
they found fertilized human 
ova. They found that implan- 
tation in the wall of the mo- 
ther’s womb does not take 
place until the sixth day of 
life. Before that, the little ball 


of tissue moves freely and at 
the same time multiplies It 
becomes a bundle of 60 or 
more tissue cells before this 
sixth day. 

Next occurs something al- 
most incredible. This tiny bit 
of living tissue implants itself 
directly over a pair of blood 
vessels which are to be the 
baby’s future bleed supply. 
It could settle im other areas, 
where the chances are not so 
good for establishing the vital 
blood connection. 

Why it picks the right place, 
the report says, is not known, 
but it may be because of near- 
by glands. The right spot is 
about equally distant from 
several glands whose hor- 
mones may act as guides. 

The covering of this new 
bit of fertilized tissue becomes 
spongy after implantation. Its 
sponge-like qualities enable it 
to soak up blood to tide the 
new baby over until a little 
later on, when blood vessels 
form to link it with its mo- 
ther. 

Another discovery is that 
the conceptions which are 
likely to result in miscarriages 
plant themselves in a differ- 
ent part of the womb from 
those with better chances of 
going on to birth.

One reason for these serious 
faults is the extreme over- 
centralization of the industry. 
There are eleven studios in 
all, but ten of them are simply 
offshoots of the enormous 
Studio Misr which was formed 
as long ago as 1930, and which 
still) acts as a sort of technical 
academy for the whole in- 
dustry. Also, nearly every 
film is a one-man production. 
It is written, financed, direct- 
ed and starred-in by a singie 
individual. A sense of specia- 
lization is urgently needed. 


“Not Respectable” 

Another important disad- 
vantage is that, in spite of the 
popularity of films and film 
stars, the whole profession of 
the cinema is still felt to be 
disreputable. If a “respect- 
able” Egyptian girl were to 
become a film actress, it would 
be a grief and shame to her 
family. In this sense the ac- 
tresses are to some extent de- 
fying public opinion, as weil 
as courting it. 


Finally there is an econo- 
mic anomaly which will have 
to be corrected if the industry 
is to avoid very heavy losses. 
The production of an Egyp- 
tian film is seldom allowed to 
cost more than £50,000, and 
the majority cost less than 
* 25,000. Yet the leading Egyp- 
tian star, Abdul el Wahab, is 
himeelf paid £25,000 for a 
flm; the popular actress, 
Layla Mourad, gets £10,000 or 
more, and lesser salaries are 
om the same sort of scale.
